-in the judgment of the board, the experi- 


ence claimed is not first class. The 
degree M.D. from a recognized institu- 
tion is equivalent to 7 years’ first-class 
experience. The degree D.P.H. or Dr. 
P.H. from a recegnized institution but 
unaccompanied by the M.D. is equivalent 
to 3 years’ first-class experience. The 
degree A.B. or B.S. with a major in 
bacteriology or public health and in addi- 
tion a course in public health bacteri- 
ology, both institution and course being 
approved for this purpose by the board, 
together with a period of practical experi- 
ence of not less than 3 months in a 
public health laboratory specifically ap- 
proved for this purpose, will entitle the 
applicant to a credit equivalent to 7 
years’ first-class experience. The degree 
A.B. or B.S. with a major in baeteri- 
ology, but without the special course and 
interneship described in the preceding 
paragraph will be equivalent to 2 years’ 
experience. 


Those who make a passing grade, but 


do not give evidence of qualifications 
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necessary for the responsibility of run- 


ning a laboratory alone, will be given 


the Junior Grade certificate, entitling |. 


them to work under supervision only. . 
Holders of Junior Grade certificates 
may present themselves at any regular 
examination and try for the Senior 
certificate. 
Every public health laboratory must 
have at least one person on the staff who 
is in possession of the Senior certificate. 
Separate examinations are given for 


and separate certificates issued for work 


in serology and work in bacteriology. 
Each type of certificate entitles the 


holder to engage in the line of work 


covered by that certificate only. — 
Technicians in private laboratories are 


not required to hold these certificates.

Illegal to Take Clams 
From Contaminated Area. 


“Convictions for taking clams from 
proscribed area upheld.—(Massachu- 
setts Supreme Judicial Court; Com- 
monwealth vs. St. John, and six other

Several persons were found guilty 
of taking clams illegally from certain 
tidal waters and flats which had been 


examined by the State Department of 


Public Health, acting under a state 
law, and determined’ to be contam!- 
nated, and also were found guilty of 


possessing clams so taken. One of 
the defendants was also convicted of 


transporting clams so taken. On 
appeal, the supreme court overruled 
the exceptions of the defendants and 
sustained the convictions.” 
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partly Cooked Pork 
Cause of Trichinosis. 


A group of ten or more individuals 
living in Contra Costa County suffered 
from trichinosis recently. One of these 
cases resulted fatally and most of the 
individuals who partook of the raw home- 
made sausage, which was responsible for 
the outbreak, were very sick. If the 


pork in these sausages had been thor- 


oughly cooked, none of these cases would 
have occurred. There is no danger of 
contracting trichinosis from meat which 
has been thoroughly cooked. The only 
danger lies in eating raw pork or pork 
that 1s not cooked through. Dr. I. O. 


Church, health officer of Contra Costa 


County and Dr. M. L. Fernandez of 

Beir investigated and reported the out- 
break. 

- Trichinosis is a very severe and very 

painful disease and there is little that 
can be done in the treatment of patients 
who have been so unfortunate as to con- 


tract it. The larvae of tvichinela spiralis | 


which may be encysted in the lean por- 
tions of the meat develop in the stomach 
of the person who eats the infested pork, 
causing the illness which appears gener- 
ally about two weeks after eating the 
diseased meat. The severity of the 
attack always depends upon the number 
of live parasites that have been swal- 
lowed. The parasites may occur in ex- 
ceedingly large numbers in the infested 
meat. -As miany as a thousand have been 
counted in a single gram of muscle fiber 
and it is estimated that the body of a 
person who has died of trichinosis may 


contain from 5,000,000 to 500,000,000 of 


the parasites. Approximately 6 per cent | 


of American hogs are infested. Since 


the method of prevention—thoroughly 


cooking all pork for human consumption 
—is so exceedingly simple, it is obvious 
that cases of the disease should never

Summer Courses for 
Red Cross Nurses.

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Court Rules Pool Must 
Not Menace Water Supply. 


“Operation of swimming pool 
enjoined to prevent pollution of city 
water supply. . (Texas Court of Civil 
Appeals; Newton et al. vs. City of 
Groesbeck, 229 S. W. 518; decided 
October 6, 1927.) For the purpose of 
preserving the purity of its water sup- 
ply, a city brought suit to enjoin the 
operation of a commercial swimming 
pool and bathhouse, which was so 
located that its use would have con- 
taminated the city supply. There was 
a Statutory provision to the effect that 
no one had a right to pollute any 
water course or other public body of 


water which was being used for 


drinking and domestic purposes. The 


trial court granted an_ injunction 
restraining the operation of the swim-. 


ming pool and bathhouse, and on 


appeal the judgment of said court was 


affirmed by the court of civil appeals.”
